The libraries at UMass 
Lowell are striving to improve 
many areas of their operation, 
but the need for capital 
improvement to the facilities 
overshadows the improvements 
that the library staff has imple¬ 
mented. 

Lydon Library meltdown 

Lydon Library has been shut 
down several times this summer 
and has only been open inter¬ 
mittently so far this semester. 
Although the library was closed 
all day on Saturday, it was open 
for its scheduled hours on 
Sunday. 

According to Rosanna 
Kowalew ski. Head of Public 

Services for UMass Lowell 

cfffohfcaliy suffered 

antiquated air conditioning sys¬ 
tem that this point in time can 
no longer even be repaired. 
While a new system is slated to 
be installed sometime later this 
fiscal year; a decision was made 


by the head of facilities not to 
take any measures to deal with 
the problem until the new sys¬ 
tem could be installed. The 
Safety Office of the University 
has been monitoring the heat 
and humidity in the building. 
When conditions become unsafe 
for students and staff, the library 
is being closed. 

The Director of Libraries, Dr. 


Bernard Franckowiak, in negoti¬ 
ations with facilities, has pro¬ 
posed that, either a number of 
window units be installed to 
make certain areas usable or 
that the same truck unit that has 
been used to air condition other 
university buildings be rented 
and used for Lydon Library. No 
word has come regarding the 
decision as of yet, according to

Repairs were made to the 
O’Leary air conditioning system 
this summer, but according to 
library staff, who wished for 
their names to be withheld, 
things still are not “right.” 
Employees of the library sent a 
letter of complaint to the 
Massachusetts Teachers 
Association union about unsatis¬ 
factory working conditions. In 
addition, there is a concern that 
the materials stored in the 
library will suffer from the lack 
of climate control in the build¬ 
ings. Many of the printers are 
also becoming jammed due to 
the humid conditions. 

New library computer system 

In November the library will 
debut Voyager, the very latest in 
graphical interfaced library sys¬ 
tems. The staff is now in the 
final phases of data migration 
and design of the web-based 
public catalog. Not only will the 
appearance of the catalog be 
different, but also us ers will be 
able to perform keyword. 
Boolean and relevancy search¬ 
ing just as they now can do with 
our web-based magazine index¬ 
es.

No more funds for multi¬ 
million dollar student center 


■ Gov. Paul 
Cellucci vetoes funds 
for UMass Lowell 
student center

Plans for a $14 million stu¬ 
dent center at UMass 
Lowell were indefinitely 
put on hold as Governor 
Cellucci cut funding for 
the center on Thursday, 

Aug. 13. 

Although Cellucci origi¬ 
nally praised the project, 
the veto occurred when 
Cellucci learned that stu¬ 
dent fees would be raised 
$90, bringing the fees 
from $2801 to $2891, to 
support the center. The 
new student center was 
considered part of the 
waterfront revitalization 
project near Lawrence 
Mills. 

Cellucci told the Lowell 
Sun, I think these student Governor Paul Cellucci 


centers are a good idea. I think 
they should be part of the uni¬ 
versity’s capital budget, but we 
are not going to fund them on 
the backs of students.” Cellucci 
also cut funding for a student 
center at the Boston campus. 

Lowell’s three-member dele¬ 
gation in the House of 
Representatives, including 
Thomas Golden, Kevin Murphy 
and David Nangle, began efforts 



to override Cellucci’s veto. In a 
letter to House Speaker Thomas 
Finneran, they stated, “Given 
the tremendous negative impact 
the loss of the center would 
have on the university, the stu¬ 
dent body and the city of 
Lowell’s economic development 
strategy, we firmly believe that 
an override is in order.” 

The letter also discussed 
Cellucci’s statement the day of 
he veto that the fee 
ike would be to 
[repay the construc¬ 
tion debt. However, 
the fees are to pay 
for the operation of 
the center after 
Iconstruction.

ported by UMass

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GEO takes vote

The Graduate Employee 
Organization (GEO) is conduct¬ 
ing an e-mail ballot regarding a 
wage proposal from the univer¬ 
sity administration. The GEO, 
the union, which represents 
graduate teaching assistants 
(TAs) and research assistants 
(RAs), has been negotiating its 
contract with the University for 
over a year. 

Last year, GEO members 
voted by a 95% majority with a 
33% voter turnout to bargain for 
a full tuition waiver for all stu¬ 
dents. Currently, in-state stu¬ 
dents receive a full tuition waiv¬ 
er, while out of state students 
receive only a partial tuition 


waiver. Over 60% of the GEO 
membership are from out of 
state. 

The university administration 
decided to offer a significant 
raise to all TAs and RAs instead 
of granting a tuition waiver. An 
Ad-Hoc committee of union 
members in mid-August 
reviewed this proposal. Since 
the administration’s proposal 
differed so considerably from 
the expressed will of the union 
membership, the committee 
decided to ask members to vote 
on a non-binding referendum 
this month. 

According to Cora Roelofs, a 
research assistant from the Work 
Environment Department, “We 
want to be sure that the mem¬ 
bers of the union had a voice in 
the decision. Since the proposal 


was made to us in August when 
most of our members are away, 
we decided to endorse the pro¬ 
posal as a committee. The vote 
will be conducted by email so 
that we can reach our members 
quickly.” 

Graduate TAs and RAs can 
register to vote on the GEO’s 
web site, 

“glug.cs.uml.edu/-geo.” 
Additional details of the pro¬ 
posed raise and other parts of 
the new contract proposal are 
also posted on the site. 

Email ballots will be accepted 
until Friday, Sep. 17. “It is 
important for all TAs and RAs 
to express their opinion on the 
contract proposal,” said Roelofs. 


Peace Corps 


The New England Regional 
Peace Corps Office will be at 
UMass Lowell on Tuesday, Sep. 
14 to recruit for overseas posi¬ 
tions departing in the Spring 
and Summer of 2000. 

Applicants applying this month 
can learn their assignments as 
early as the New Year. 

This new initiative is similar 
to the idea of early acceptance 
to a graduate or professional 
school program. Students may 
apply early in the Fall of their 
senior year or at the end of then- 
junior year for programs leaving 
in May and June when they 
graduate. 

According to Krista Basis, 
Peace Corps recruiter for 
UMass Lowell, this is the best 
time to apply to Peace Corps. 


“There are so many opportuni¬ 
ties and positions that need to 
be filled.” 

Since Peace Corps’ inception 
in 1961, there have been almost 
100 UMass Lowell students 
who have joined. Former U.S. 
Senator and Lowell resident, 
Paul Tsongas, served as a Peace 
Corps volunteer in Ethiopia. 

This year marks the highest 
number of Peace Corps 
Volunteers in the field in more 
than 25 years. There are almost 
7000 volunteers in 80 countries 
in Latin America, Africa, 
Eastern Europe, Central Asia 
and Asia/Pacific Islands. “Peace 
Corps has something to offer 
everyone. It is a terrific over¬ 
seas experience that provides 
language proficiency, resume¬ 
building experience and adven¬ 


ture,” said Basis. 

Peace Corps is celebrating its 
38 ,h anniversary this year. 
During their two years of ser¬ 
vice, volunteers receive a 
monthly living stipend, 
health/dental care, transporta¬ 
tion, vacation and a $6100 read¬ 
justment allowance upon com¬ 
pletion of service.

ages the input from the greater 
campus community in reporting 
suspicious activity in parking 
lots, academic buildings, resi¬ 
dence halls and contiguous 
streets that intersect and sur¬ 
round the University. The 
reporting of such activity allows 
the University Police to respond 
and investigate the circum¬ 
stances and should the activity 
be criminal in nature, take the 
appropriate Police action. 

Timely reporting of such activity 
has lead to numerous successful 
situations whereby crimes have 
been prevented and the safety 
and security of the campus 
assured. 

Chief Rowe also announced 
that Officers Robert Stack and 
Steve Eramo would be assuming 
responsibility over the project in 
their capacity as members of the 
Department’s Crime Prevention 
and Awareness Bureau. Their 
duties would be in addition to 
their regularly assigned patrol 
functions. 

Officer Stack joined the U- 
MASS Lowell Police 
Department in August of 1996 


after graduating from the 

Municipal Police Academy in 
Canton, MA. He holds a 
Bachelor of Science Degree 
from Providence College and is 
a certified EMT Instructor. 

Officer Steve Eramo joined 
the University Police in October 
of 1996 after graduating from 
the Lowell Municipal Police 
Academy. He is also a graduate 
of the University of 
Massachusetts Lowell and holds 
a Bachelor Degree in Criminal 
Justice. 

Both Officers Stack and 
Eramo recently attended a 
Crime Prevention and 
Awareness training Seminar held 
at Bentley College that provided 
training in and informational 
approaches on campus watch 
programs designed for campus 
environments.

While the catalog has primar¬ 
ily been the way students identi¬ 
fy what primed materials the 
library owns. Voyager enables 
hypertext linking to correspond¬ 
ing or relevant web resources. 
Students will be able to search 
to see if UMass owns a particu¬ 
lar magazine and then can click 
on the link to go to its electronic 
version. 

Students will be able to run 
their searches in just the UML 
catalog or opt to run it simulta¬ 
neously in the catalogs of other 
Mo^vacLtuscils public colleges 

and universities. The library' 
staff asks that students remem¬ 
ber that the UML photo ID 
enables a student to go to the 
library of any Massachusetts 
Public Higher Education 
institution and borrow books 
just a^ if you were a student 

Within a year the libraries 
hope to implement the electronic 
reserves module of Voyager. 
Students will then be able to 
access the materials their profes¬ 
sor assigns for class reading 
::om their computers at home or 
from their dorm rooms any time, 
day or night, at their conve¬ 
nience. 

Online reference services 

The electronic reference areas 
of the libraries continue to grow. 
Besides adding several new ter¬ 
minals in Lydon and O'Leary 


Libraries, the number of online 
resources has increased dramati¬ 
cally. Many more of the articles 
available through the online 
resources are full text. When 
articles are full text, the student 
can read them directly from the 
computer monitor instead of get¬ 
ting the book off the shelf. 

In addition to the 37 
SilverPlatter, the 6+ different 
InfoTrac databases and the 100 
other electronic resources that 
the library has been making 
available to students, the library 
now offers the collection of 285 
subject specific and multidisci- ' 
pltnnry databases, directories 
and 115 full text newspaper/ 
newswire resources of 
Dialog@Carl. Access these 
resources through the pull-down 
menu on the library’s home 
page. Search an individual data¬ 
base or select multiple databases 
and search them simultaneously 
with one search strategy. 

According to Kowalewski of 
the library staff, few' university 
libraries across the country offer 
as many different electronic 
resources to their students as the 
UMass Lowell libraries. To 
learn what resources we have 
and how to use them, watch for 
postings and sign up for various 
50-minute workshops that will 
be given over the course of the 
semester.

Off-campus library access 

In order to access library ser¬ 
vices from home, students 
should bring their university ID 
and sign up for a PFP or Internet 
account at the University’s 
Telecommunication Department 
on the first floor of Olsen Hall, 
North Campus. 

For those who already have an 
Internet provider such as AOL, 
you can apply for a proxy server 
password to gain access library 
services. Going out on to the 
internet through the proxy server 
gives your computer a university 
IP address which will be accept¬ 
ed by all of the electronic 
resource'vendors from whom 
the library lias purchased access. 
Print now or pay later 

Another change in library pro¬ 
cedures will require students to 
pay 10 ft per copy for printouts 
from the electronic reference 
centers. Library staff members 
were not able to say exactly 
when these charges would be 
instituted, but it will be soon. 

Over the summer the service 
vendor w ho has the contract for 
our libraries installed a new ‘one 
card' system that can be used on 
the photocopy machines and the 
laser printers in the Electronic 
Reference Centers at Lydon and 
O’Leary libraries. 

One photocopy machine at 
each library will accept continue 
to accept the old copy cards for 
the first month of this semester. 


September 14, 1999 

At the end of that time only the 
new' cards can be used. 

Students will have three 
options for capturing informa¬ 
tion from the computers in the 
electronic reference centers: (1) 
printing for 10c per page using 
the new copy card system, (2) 
downloading to a floppy or zip 
disk, and (3) e-mailing. All of 
the library’s electronic resources 
provide for either e-mailing or 
saving information to a disk and 
some offer both options. 

According to Kowalewski, the 
library has reluctantly joined the 
ranks of other academic libraries 
across the country in instituting 
a cost recovery system for print¬ 
ing. The dramatic rise in recre¬ 
ational printing and the reams of 
printed pages being left at the 
printer on a daily basis were 
major factors in the decision. 
Other library issues 

A further problem with the 
Lydon Library is handicap 
accessibility. The handicap 
entrance is always locked. 
Students and faculty who want 
to enter the library through the 
handicap entrance must enter 
through Alumni Hall and ring a 
doorbell. A staff member at the 
circulation desk will come and 
open the door. 

Graduate students have also 
expressed their frustration with 
the lack of scanners in the 
library as well as occasional 
library closures due to staffing 
shortages.

I 
realized what lengths this administration will go to in order 
to take care of the faculty, yet it doesn’t seem to care about 
its students at all. If you take a look at the Lovejoy lot right 
now, you will see it is equipped with plenty of lights, a 
nice fence, and a security gate along with the plants and 
trees that were put in over the summer. If I were a member 
of the faculty, I would have no reservations about leaving 
my car in that lot, even at night.

spot in which to park my car. 

However, I am not a member of 
the faculty. I am a student, 
which means I have limited 
options for parking my car and 
all of those options are terrible. 

Since I am a resident of 
Sheehy on South Campus, I 
could park in the lot behind 
Sheehy. Unfortunately that lot 
is so small that it would not 
even fit the cars of students on 
half a floor in our building. 

Another possibility for parking 
would be the lot behind Durgin 
Hall. Again this lot is also very 
small and for some reason 
unknown to myself and many, other students, the university 
does not allow overnight parking in this lot. The same is 
true for the lots behind Mahoney Hall and behind Cobum 
Hall. 

At last we come to what the university thought would 
solve all problems with student parking on south campus, 
the Riverview parking lot. Now you all know this lot. It's 
the one off on the corner of campus that is the size of three 
football fields. The first problem with this lot is one every 
student has had since this lot was put in...’’Who wants to 
walk three football fields to get to class?” You leave for 
class thinking you will be on time and then you get stuck 
parking out in the farthest comer of Riverview. By the time 
you walk the three football fields and walk across campus 
to your class, you end up being ten minutes late. Now this 


is not a major problem. A little exercise won't kill us and 
sooner or later you leam to leave early enough for class 

that you can park out there and still be on time. The bigger 
problems with this lot lie in its security, or lack thereof. 

There is a fence surrounding the lot that is so pathetic 
that even a child could jump it to get in.

This would make students feel safer 
and more secure. 

That’s enough about Riverview, now about north cam¬ 
pus. There is one decent parking lot on north campus and 
that is the Riverside lot. The problem with that is Riverside 
is now reserved for commuter students.

As we approach the millenni¬ 
um, films are plunging into the 
supernatural. Audiences flocked 
to see The Blair Witch Project 
and The Sixth Sense not so 
much for their gruesome slasher 
plots, but for a good psycholog¬ 
ical fright.
